Another Chance to 
Take Out Building 
and Loan Shares 



Community Club Notes 



The blotters sent out by the Narberth 
Building and Loan Association seemed 
to remind a number of our residents 
that the Twenty-ninth Series would 
open on March 4. and on that evening 
twelve hundred shares were issued in 
the new series, which was the largest 
number of shares that has ever been 
sold on the opening night. 

To those who did not avail them- 
selves of the opportunity to take shares 
in this new series, another chance is 
offered, as at the next meeting, to be 
held April 1 at the Fire House, from 
7 till 9, new shares can he taken out 
in the Twenty-ninth Series by paying 
March and April dues, or $2 a share. 

Owing to the- great number of real 
estate transactions taking place at this 
time, all the Building and Loan Asso- 
ciations have about loaned out their 
available funds '111(1 premiums, and 
commissions are paid in some cases in 
order to place mortgages on properties 
that are being purchased. 

The Narberth Building and Loan 
Association has about all of its avail- 
able funds loaned on first and second 
mortgages on high-grade real estate, a 
large number representing homes being 
paid for on the Building and Loan plan 
in the borough of Narberth. 

It is not generally understood that 
payments can be made at any meeting 
to reduce the amount of your Building 
and Loan mortgage so that interest 
charges will be greatly reduced, and it 
is earnestly brought to your attention 
that should you have any available 
funds whereby you could reduce the 
amount of your Building and Loan 
mortgage by making a partial pay- 
ment, it would not only be of benefit 
to you by reducing your interest 
charges, but would be an immense 
benefit to the community by increasing 
the funds that the Narberth Building 
and Loan Association would have to 
loan out on new mortgages, applica- 
tions for which are being presented at 
each meeting of the Association. 

It is hoped that the April meeting 
will see the number of shares in the 
new Twenty-ninth Series reach the two 
thousand mark, which, together with 
the payments on account of present 
mortgages, should give the Associa- 
tion funds to take care of all the 
business in the borough.

Narberth is to have a new com- 
munity feature that will realize what 
has long been the dream of everyone 
in our borough who is interested in 
sports. 

The Narberth Tennis Association, at 
the annual meeting held last Friday 
evening in the gymnasium of the Y. M. 
C. A., unanimously approved a com- 
prehensive plan providing for the ac- 
quirement of a tract of land compris- 
ing two acres, the building thereon of 
ten tennis courts and the erection of 
an attractive club house. And all of 
this is to he within the borough limits, 
so it will be a distinctly Narberth 
institution. 

Credit for the development of this 
new plan belongs to the special com- 
mittee of the Association which has 
been working on the matter for several 
weeks past. This committee was com- 
posed of \V. R. I). Hall, chairman, 
C. L. Warwick, Walter Cowin, Carl B. 
Metzger, A. T. Orugan and A. J. Newell. 

The site of the new tennis grounds 
and club house is what is known as 
the Odell Property, and is located near 
the intersection of Haverford Avenue 
and Montgomery Avenue, in the bor- 
ough limits. The present owners of 
the property. Messrs. Fletcher W. 
Stites. Augustus J. Loos and Charles E, 
Hires, have agreed to the plan per- 
fected by the special committee of the 
Tennis Association, and work on the 
construction of the courts will begin 
this summer. 

The ground on which the Associa- 
tion's present courts are located -was 
sold a few weeks ago, but the Asso- 
ciation has secured a lease on the 
ground which will permit playing there 
throughout the season of 1020. 

The plan for the development of the 
new home of the Tennis Association 
provides for seven courts being finished 
and ready for use at the beginning of 
next season, that is. spring and sum- 
mer of 1H21. and the development of 
the club house to the point where it 
will provide dressing-rooms, lockers 
and showers also in time for use next 
spring. The construction of the three

NARBERTH TO HAVE NEW TENNIS 
COURTS AND CLUB HOUSE.

additional courts and the completion of 
the club house will be carried forward 
as rapidly as. possible. 

At the present time there is on the 
new site a wooden and sheet-iron 
story-and-a-half bam, approximately 
80 x 30 feet, built on a substantial 
stone foundation. The plan drawn up 
by the special committee and approved 
by the Association members provides 
for the remaking of this structure into 
a modern club house containing, in ad- 
dition to the locker-rooms and showers 
for men and women, bowling-alleys, 
billiard and pool room and a dance 
floor. There are a number of fine old 
trees on the tract of land, only a few 
| of which will have to be sacrificed in 
the building of the courts, leaving a 
sufficient number of these trees to en- 
hance the attractiveness of the property 
and afford shade around the club house 
verandas. 

In recommending the plan the com- 
mittee stated that they found the 
owners of the new land, Messrs. Stites, 
Loos and Hires, decidedly receptive 
and friendly towards the Association 
and glad to have the opportunity of- 
fered them of assisting the Tennis 
Association in securing a permanent 
home. 

After approving the special commit- 
tee's plan, the Association adopted a 
number of necessary amendments to 
the constitution and by-laws of the 
Association. Under one of these amend- 
ments there was created a Board of 
Trustees of five members, and this 
board will have entire control of the 
financial arrangements for the acquisi- 
tion of the new property and develop- 
ment of the same, and is empowered 
to appoint from time to time, and for 
such periods as they may deem neces- 
sary, such special committees as may 
be needed. The Board of Trustees 
shall be responsible to the membership 
of the Association. The following 
members were elected trustees: \Y. R. 
D. Hall and C. L. Warwick, for terms

of Ave years each; Albert G. Stephen- 
son and F. M. Justice, for terms of 
four years each; Walter Y. Shaw, for 
a term of three years. 

The reorganization of the Tennis As- 
sociation and the creation of the Board 
of Trustees does not in any way affect 
the present plan of government of the 
Association. The president, vice-presi- 
dent, secretary and treasurer and Board 
of Government will continue to have 
entire charge of the management of 
the Association, the maintenance of 
courts and club house, the control of 
playing-courts and grounds, the making 
of rules and the appointment or elec- 
tion of the regular standing commit- 
tees. In other words, the function of 
the Board of Trustees will be exclu- 
sively the working out and the execu- 
tion of the necessary financial plans 
and the development of the new project 
up to the point where it is ready to be 
turned over to the Association. 

The Association decided to increase 
its membership for the coming season 
of 1920 from GO to 80 and to increase 
the anual dues for membership from 
$10 to $15. With the completion and 
opening of the seven new courts the 
membership will he increased to 125 
and the annual dues will be increased 
to $20. In voting to increase the mem- 
bership from GO to 80 for the present 
season, the meeting heartily approved 
the following recommendation made by 
the special committee: 

"Relative to the recommended in- 
crease in membership, your committee 
is well aware that this may cause con- 
gestion of the court space available 
during the 1920 playing season and 
will necessitate an exercise of self- 
denial on the part of members should 
the full limit of playing members be 
reached. However, your committee 
finds that such a number of members 
will be required in order to finance 
properly the proposed acquisition of 
the new grounds, and feels justified in 
urging all playing members to sacri- 
fice temporarily, if necessary, during 
this year, some of their enjoyment of 
the courts, to the end that all may 
enjoy the benefits thereof in the 
future." 

The new tennis grounds and club 
house will be financed through the 
sale of Participating Ownership Cer- 
tificates, which will be issued in de- 
nominations of $50 and which may be 
purchased on the instalment plan, after 
the same manner in which the various 
issues of Liberty Bonds were sold. 
There will be two different types of 
these certificates. The first year it is 
planned to issue at least forty non- 
interest-bearing $50 certificates, which 
it is expected will be taken by the 
members of the Association, and at 
least forty 6 per cent, interest-bearing 
certificates, which may be purchased 
by anyone — in or out of the Associa- 
tion — who is looking for a good in- 
vestment or who feels that they would 
like to co-operate with the Tennis As- 
sociation in the development of the 
new grounds and club. Payment for 
these certificates may be made as fol- 
lows: $5 per month per $50 certificate 
during April, May, June and July, and 
$G per month during August, Septem- 
ber, October, November and December 
of this year. Additional Participating 
Ownership Certificates will be issued 
during 1921 and 1922. 

In investigating possible sites or in 
preparing and perfecting the plan 
which was adopted, the special com- 
mittee, aided by Chairman Hall, spent 
many hours in meetings, interviews 
and conferences, and at the meeting, 
Friday evening, a resolution of thanks 



to the committee was unanimously 
adopted. 

The meeting also elected the fol- 
lowing officers for the ensuing year: 
President, A. J. Newell; vice-president, 
Robert E. Pattison, Jr. ; treasurer, 
Arthur G. Staples; secretary, Jesse 
Harris; Board of Government, Perry 
Redifer, Si\, E. A. Muschamp and A. T. 
Gr u gan.
